You wiLL need to grasp the 
‘wrap-and-turn’ technique to get the resuLt, but once you get used to 
it you’LL find this a pLeasure, and fun to make. 

The softness and drapey comfort of our Desert Garden Aran Cotton 
yarn is something to be experienced. I stiLL remember the exquisite 
feeLing of being on holiday and bathing out in the morning sunshine, 
using a face washer and soap, with an oLd bLock of wood as a bench 
top. Page 43 is our re-creation of that feeLing with a watermeLon 
coLoured bath robe to compLete the picture. Its an heirLoom treasure 
and every girL shouLd have one of her own. 

To be by the shore is to be free and in touch with your sensuaL seLf. 
The simpLe tweed coat on page 86 is as Light as a feather and perfect 
for an earLy morning foray to coLLect the things washed up aLong 
the shore. This coat offers a great opportunity to hone your Stocking 
stitch technique.
